The tologiuj^iU uiHiuuiices a sories oi 
trude oulrugeB in tlic imjioriant west- 
ern city of Chicago, Siaic ut' Illinois. 
Kioting and bloodeded Imvo taiton 
place; ostablishmcnta whore lubor wutj 
employod bavo boon luvolod to tbo 
ground by tbo incondiury'ti lorcb j end 
workmen wbo coulinuud at tboir 
piaoos andor tbo old Bystom bavo 
been drivon into tlio strcols and in 
BOOie instances blaughtcrod. Jlorolo- 
lore, ill the United Hutos, as olso«. 
where, ton hours bavo boon coniiid-. 
cred a fair day's work j but for soveral 
montba past an agitation has been 
going on in most of tbo SlutoH in iavor 
of the passage ot u bill by the local 
Legislatures limiting the numbur ot 
hours that a man should legally labor, 
wilhoot demanding a double rate ol 
wages, to eight houra per day. Illinois 
bavmg boea the first State in the 
XJoion to pasa a measure ot the kind, 
is the first to experience the evil effects 
resulting from class legislation. Had 
the workmen boon content to receive 
pay according to the namber of hours 
'*pnt in/' bat liltls difficulty would 
have 'been experienced. But it aji-^ 
pears that for eight hours' work tbcy 
demand tbo fame wages foimorly 
received lor working ton liours a duy. 
The ctToct upon ovory iiidusuiul jxir/- 
euit could not fail in being dclri- 
mental, and eontructors v/bo hi\<l ii.l.un 
work boiore tbo now system camo into 
force bad to choot<o botweon two 
courses : oilbor to abuiidoii ihcir cuu-. 
tracts or procure men Ironi oiber oiiies 
to comploto Ibo "jobn," Tho results 
have been a torriblo uprising ot tbo 
working classes and tbo perpolraliou 
of a number of alrooious outrages upou 
the lives and property of both urn- 
ployers and employed. A feeling ot 
great insecurity must prevail, and 
works of every kind mast stop for 
want of workmen. Every industrial 
pursuit , will bo paralyzed for some 
time, and the loss inflicted upon tbo 
entire oommanity — not excepting the 
tradesmen themselves, who will, in 
reality, be the heaviest losers, even if 
they obtain their unreasonable do- 
maads— will be inoaloalablo. Work-> 
men are nowhoro bo well paid as in 
the United States, tho wages aver- 
aging twice the rate paid in J'iUrope. 
The indnstrial clasaos of America are 
better fed, better clothed and better 
off in every respect than tho workmen 
of any other country in the world 
Demands frequently made for ad^ 
vanccB in wages have gonorali}' met 
with liberal responses fioni oniiiloj- 
ers, and strikes, " s i frequently board 
of in England and Franco, have beon 
seldom necessary in tbo United States. 
It is only when the demands of ttie 
workmen have become so extortion- 
ate that a compliaDce would result in 
the certain rain of tho masters, that 
opposition has at last been offered, 
and tbe responsibility of tho outrages 
rests not so mnnh with the workmen 
as with tbe pplilioiaos who consented 
to mifise tbe passage of tho eight hour 
law one of tbe conditions of an elec- 
tion, and thas secured tho full vote ot 
the working classes in their favor. 
Where tbe movement will end it is 
impossible, from the ineagro despatches 
before us, to predict at piesoni; but 
tho example set by Chicago workmen 
will, wo fear, be emulated by work- 
men in other American cities, and 
outrages ol a Himilar nature will b<j 
of frequent occurrence until the siroiig 
arm of tbo Getiernl Governnuinl iti iiu 
voked to put down tho perpctruti.rH 
with tt strong hand. It is a renewal 
of tho old struggle oi Labor against 
Capital. So long as tho former fails 
to overstep iho bounds of rousonablo 
demand, it deserves support and on 
couragemont; but when, as in the 
present inMtance, it aims at tho ruin 
of its opponent, in tho iosano beliel 
that it thereby secures its own ad- 
vancement, it becomes an instrument 
of oppression to which too bold a front 
cannot bo presented.

Busiileas is undeniably dull ; but 
oonfidonoe is being gradually rostorod. 
Goods are sold lor cash, or, if on short 
credit, only to tried men whose papi r 
willibe met at maturity. Since l8Gi, 
thei-e has not been a year when iiadu 
has stood on so healthy u ba.sii:!, or 
when tbo prospects of u pro.sperous 
mining season were bright an now 
Unlimited credit Im^ died a natural 
death. It bi ought a great dual oi 
mischief to the country and caused 
the ruin cf many ; but tho day is far 
distant when a system no imju'oiier 
will again obtain hero. Tho orders 
from tho mines aro light owing to 
last year's stocks not being ox- 
bauBtod; when goods arc ordered 
they are only such aa will meet with 
ready aalo and in limited quantities, 
m wise precaution which wo hope to 
M0 always iu fulare observed hero.

TfiADE OUT BACES IS COIGAGO. 

Great lucciuliary Firest 

CuicAQO, May 3 — A firo this forenoon de>- 
stroyed tbo Merohaat'a Hotel ; Crosby's 
splendid opera Honse adjoining was in immi- 
nent danger. Loss $200,000. Tbe opera 
house was somawba' damaged bjr water, 
llloting commenced in the south and west 
divisions of the eiiy this raorning. It is 
diQlcult to obtain correct reports. It is ru- 
mored that two or three men wero killed. 
There was considerable rioting tcday ; the 
workmen were driven out of several ee- 
tablisbmeDts by a mob: A strong force of 
police succeeded in restoring qoiel. Many 
loaders have been arrested. 

CuiCAQO, May 4lh — Another destructive 
fire occurred Inst night ; two five story 
wholesale houses at tho corner of Clarke 
and South Water stroeis were consumed. 
Six firemen were buried under tbe falling 
wall. Three were rescued alive but badly 
injured. The others were doad. 

A large elevator was fired this morning 
and totally destroyed. Tbe fires are un- 
doubtedly tbe work of an incendiary and is 
supposed to ba one of tbe strikers. Tho 
lo s is about S25OOO0. 

CiiiCAdo. May 5 — Another incendiary fire 
occurred at two o'clock last uigbt. A mo- 
cliino shop and foundry on Adams street, 
were lulai.'y eonsumetl. IjOss SG,OOU.

New Yokk, Maj 5 — Special despatches

The Em- 
peror of Brazil has issued u decree for the 
abolishment ef slavery, to take effect in 20 
years. The children bora after 8th April, 
1867, are free. 

Mexico. 

WAfiuiNfiTON, May •< — iJispalchos from the 
corninunder of tbe Liberals, in front of Vera 
Cruz, dated April 15th, to Minister Romero, 
commonicate news of tbe violory gained by 
Uiaz over Marquez on tba 12th ol April at 
Sao Cristoball. He captured 70 wagons of 
ammunition and tho entire nitillery train, 200 
prisuuera and all the enemy's wounded. 

Nkw Y'ji k, May 5 — Di.jpatclios from Matv 
onioras, dated li4th April, stale that Junicz 
bad issued a decree abolibhing all treaty 
stipului ons with foreign powers recogniziu;; 
the Empire, and abolishing all privileges 
heretofore enjoyed by tbe sabjeots of such 
powers not mentioned in the Oonstitotion of 
1857. 

Euiopei 

New York, May 5— The Gladstone letter 

resigning tbe leadership of tbe Liberals, says 
be will not move the amendment of which 
he bad given notice, but. will support an} 
other gentlemen bringing forward an amend- 
ment wb ch he can approve. Tbe Times 
says Gladstone cauriot resign. He owes it 
to tbe Liberals lo retain the leadership. |The 
P^ngliih journals generally refuse to regard 
Gladstone's letter as a virtual resignation of 
the leadership. 

Movements against tba reorganization cf 
the army of Franco continue. 

The Italian Chamber of Deputies, after a 
heated dcbalo, npprovi d the Convention with 
Franco for the allutmont ol tbe Pontificul 
debt. 

The resumption of the Fenian trials in 
Dublin created bat little excitement. 

Qirardin, in tbe paper called La d'Borte, 
continued to stimulate the war fouling of 
France. 

'I'be Giizttle of St. Petersburg advocates 
an alliaiico between Bassia, Prussia and 
Italy. 

A monster Reform demoDstratioa look 
place at Birmingham, on April 22od. From 
.OU.OOO to 100,000 persons participated. 
Bright, in bis speech, denounced tho Govern- 
ment Reform bill as a fraud, tending to 
resirict rather than to extend the francbiee, 
and ex|irt8aed regret that iho bill was not 
opposed on its eocond reading. He said that 
ihe Liberals are now helpless, but that the 
Radicals would have tbe bill called up and 
would rally aroand Gladstone, whom ho 
warmly eulogised. A resolution denouncing 
tho Guvernnient measnro was oarriod on the 
folio wii g day.

French- 
men in tbe United States and'Oaoada should 
organize for mutual proteolion, and that tho 
Freecb population ehou Id take a more ac' 
live part in polities, and ba ropeeented io tbo 
goveromeiit, and thai Caniida should bo an- 
nexed to tho United States.

Europe. 

New York, April 25 — Tho Cologne Ga« 
zette urges that Luxemburg be made an in- 
dependent Slate, thus ccmpromisiog Ihe 
difficulty, and averting a war, or else that it 
ba ceded to Belginm. 

New York, April 2G— The London Times' 
Paris correspondent, writing under date of 
April 12ih, says: Expcrinioots bavo been 
mads at Vincennea with a new cannon of 
the Empnrrr's invention. The result was 
carelully concealed from tbo public and tho 
soldiery. The oflicors only practiced 12 or 
IDchotsn minu.u. Ic is tbe needle pun 
system applied to artillery. It is positively 
slated that in case of war with Prussia tbeir 
territory will be made tbo baltle-ground. 
Uiher correBpondcnts state that Austria will 
be tbe ally ol Franco. 

Tba war cry prevails at Berlin, and tbey 
say there that they will be in Parts within 
three montb°. 

'fbe Herald's Berlin onrrespondBnoe, dated 
April Uih, siiys a dispuicb wos received 
Iruni the Prussian Minli-ler ui Paris by ibu 
Council cf Stale, tu ihe eflect that Napoleon 
baa tosolved to address a note to the Prussian 
Cabinet, stating the reafons of Fiance for 
acquiring Lnseiubnrg, and reiuieding Bis- 
marck that by liis own avowal its annexa- 
lioii to Germany expired wUb tba disiuln- 
lion ol the Federal Union of 1815, but e.x 
pressing a willingness to ( oni>ull the great 
powers. This C'>rre.-poiideul ulrio slates lb.it 
Uismarck addressed a nolo lo Napoleon de- 
manding I e immediate censation of military 
preparations io Fiance, 

The Paris corru-pondcoca of tho London 
Times, under date ol April lOih, says that he 
is perfectly assured that Ihe Emperor propos- 
ed an ultimatum lo Prussia at Ibe Council ol 
his .Minisiers. Tho majority vigorously op- 
posed this cnursa The Kmptror maintain.- 
ed his views with warmth. The delibera- 
tions lasted all night, the Emperor finally 
yielding. 

Paris, April 25 — The Moniteur alleges 
thai Prussia is iieijIeclinK to fultill tho slip- 
ulatioiiB of the Irealy of Prafjiie. 

Tho ConitUulionel aa.ya thai Franco will 
UBO all honorable means to preserve peace. 

P&BH, i^pril 26— We are assured that the 
Emperor has resolved to prorogue the Leg- 
islature and to modify its funotlous, reducing 
it to the proportions it had daring tbe first 
year of iho Fiiipire. 

The proposition of Prince Napoleon, to 
annex Luxemburg to Holland and demolish 
the Foriress, meets wiib some favor. 

Bbbkc, April 25 — Tba Swiss army of ob- 
servation has been placed on the French 
frontier. 

The Irish Insurrection, 

A correspondent of T/ie Irish Times, writ- 
ing from Tipperary on Sunday, Match 10, 
!iays : Tipperary town is the headquarters ol 
tbe military force sent to extinguish the 
Fenion revolt. In every available place 
troops are stationed — in tho market house, 
work house, and elsewhere. rfeniincia are 
regularly posted ot the Limerick Junction. 
A stranger arriving here would be puzzled 
us to why there is fo much military parade, 
lor ibe country every where appears peace- 
able ; but the embers of rebellion are not 
yet extinguished. If the trrops were for an 
instant withdrawn, there is no doubt tbe 
insurgents, wtio are still lurking in the 
moaoiuins, would attempt another duniun3tra>- 
liun. So long as iho military ure here the 
insurgents will not show themselves Tbi.'- 
morning, at two o'clock, several of tbem did 
appear. The alarm was instantly given, and 
troopi went in pursuit of them. Tbe officers 
were called up, aud were on duty iramodi- 
alely. t>everal young men kno.tn lo have 
been ou' with the rebels have re'orned to 
their homes. Utbers are concealed in (iroups 
to lens and twenties. Yesterday evening 
while passing on the line of railway between 
(Joold's Cross and Limerick Junction, 1 
ob«erved a body of about tiliy men in a lield. 
Some of them had arms. Ttiey were appar- 
ently deliberating as to how they could iicst 
make their escape. The cavalry at Limerick 
Jaooiion are suffering no small smonnt ol 
hardship. The men are quartered in a store. 
There is no eboller for tlio horses, who are 
tied to slakes driven in the (ground. Coin- 
rniFsariat wagons ure seen moving in all dir- 
ections, slrDiigly i^unided. This morning al 
2 o'clock Ihe bugle sounded un alaim. 'j'ho 
troops, as already stuled, turiiod out, but ho 
Fenians were met with. It is manifest they 
intend avaiding any e gngemeiit with the 
troops. It is feared ihey will keep np a 
harrassing system, and allempl anoiber rully 
should tho troops be drawn ol). It is known 
that many ol thoiu ure colleoled on the 
(Jaltee Mountains. Ai 1 write, a dciaeb>- 
inert under Col. McNeil aro being marched 
to tbe mountains, with a view of chasing 
them if they can be met wi h. Com- 
missariat wiier ns accompany ho troops, 
as it ia iulendi.-d I am informed, to m iliH » 
lodgment on Ihe mountains for ii few days 

So far as Tipperary ia concerned, I believe 
tho iusurreclion is over, Ulergynieii nf all 
dononiinations have denounced them tu-da} 
in ihc'churobes and chapels, and warned 
the people nut to he led astray. I have 
communicated wilh different parts of Ihe 
county of l.im(!rick and tho nccdunts re- 
ceived stale Ihut Iraniiuility prevails. The 
same, in a great measuri', miiy ho said for 
Tipperary. Piecaulion, however, is slill 
necessary. Tho fuot of some Fenian j baing 
still on Ibo m mniains is evidenced by camp- 
tires during tbe night. Several rockets were 
discharged fiom the bills last night, but with 
wbai object no one could ascertain. 

(Dublin CorrcBponilnico \jmAim Tiuiom, Miirch l.'l.) 

Notwilhstunilinn Ibu ruinorB llial have been 
rife of bodies ol Fenians iippi ariii(», or bemj.; 
expected to appear, hero and there ab iul ibe 
city and couniy ol Dublin, for several days 
nothing has occurred to dijiturb the public 
tranquility sinoe tbe shameful breakdown ol 
tbe rebellion tbe first night on which it 
venturtd to show its front al Tallaglit The 
i-nbuiba are constantly patnillud al night, 
and the eonfideiicn of the community is 
quite resiored — not because it is believed that 
no uleinentH of iiiisehief remain, but because 
tbey know that the powers and preoauiioos 
of Oovernmant ara quite BotBeient to pre- 
serve (be peace; 

Yeslerdsy Boventocn Fenian prisoners left 
the King's IJridge station ol the (jreul 
Southern and VVes'ern lluilway, in clmrgo 
ol a strong force of the oonhtubulary. 
Among tbo captives was Stephen Joseph 
IVloany, who, it will be remvmbered, was 
tried al tbe last Oommission ftir treason and 
folony. 

Five of the priaencrs were opcorl(»d from 
ilw train at Sailins, or d lodged in Nuaa jail. 
Nino prisoners Ironi Naas jail were token in 
charge at Sallins, and these, with tbe re- 
maining twelve from Uublln, were taken to 
Kilkenny jail. 

Six young men were arrested on hoard the 
Liverpool steamer on its arrival at Drogbeda 
yaatordajr morning, but tbey were, after 



some iaquiiy, nil liberated. F.xpetlroenis 
were made ihero with the tJretU fire found 
with the insurgents. It burnt quickly enough, 
and ounid be with diffiooiiy extinguishea, bat 
the timber on which it burnt for a long time 
did not ignite, aud Mr Grey, who made tbo 
e.ypeiimeni's, stated his impression that 
ng^iinnt a solid timber etructure they would 
be perfectly innoeuous. 

At Ciistlerea a delaebment of troops arriv- 
ed by special train Irum Athlone on Monday 
evening, when the police immediaiely ar 
rested a number of persohs, who were taken 
to the couniy goal at Uoscommon. 

Tho whole ol tlie troops stationed in the 
Royul liiirracks were paraded yesterday 
inorniiii;, under Gen. M'Mu'do, to hear the 
sentences pussod by Ibe lato General Court 
Martial ou the tbrco men named O'Bribn, 
sliiis Simpson, Cavanagb and Mertbyr, of tbe 
tStfa Foet, who were convicted as members 
ol tbe Fenian coaspirucy. The sentences 
were Ihut O Brieu bo transported for tho 
period of bis natural life ; Cavanngh, seven 
years; and Meiil;yr, five years. Ai tho con- 
clusiou ol tho pioeoedinnH, O'lJrieu shouted : 
" Three cheers for Ihe Irisli Kepublic,'' which 
was irisl nlly checked by one of the Cfcorl 
pui-hing him lorwurd. The prisoners were 
marched to Aibourhill iVliliIary Prison, 
where tbey were dressed in the convict 
unilorm, and banded over to tho civil an 
iborities, when they were escorted in the 
prison van by tbe mouoled police to Monntjoy 
Prison. 

Dr .Moriarty, the Roman Oatbolio Bishop 
of Kerry, bus issued a pastoral, in wbicb be 
exhorts his clergy to warn their Qucks that 
all persons joining the Fenian Sncieiy, 
whether sworn or unawort;, incur a Papal 
excoiiiinunicatioii, reiiiindinj^ them that Pope 
PiiM IX., in bis .MIoeuiion of ^epl. 25, 
I8Uj, eoiilinnim; llie ilecrees of his prede- 
eei-sors, prnseribcd aud coniJernned, under tbe 
flame pi'nuliy, ullcecret socielits which either 
opouly ur elaiuleslinely conspire uguinsl the 
Church or nguln.-it Iht. lawhil uuthi.nliea," 
(I'rom Iho Luiiiloa Star, MtrcU 16.) 

For the lust lew da.\a there has been o 
feeling ot much uneasiness in Liverpool oon- 
coming the Fenians. The Mayor and magis* 
tiates have beon in cunsultaiiun with the dif< 
ferent eoinniunders ol the voluiiieor rcgimeiitf, 
and in cn.ijLiiiet ion wilh Colonel Keynuldn, 
the AdjiiUiul (Jeiienil of ihe Norllp rn Di- 
vision, who has visiiod tbe several voiunleer 
sioreli.iu.':es, it was deiermtned lo set a guard 
on ejch siorehouLO where arms and ammu- 
niiion 'aru liopi, Ye.-ilerd.iy 300 men bo- 
loiijiin)- to Iho iVllh Kegiiiiciit, arrived in 
Liver|<»ol from M jnelii .-lei , aiid were billeted 
im a dis!ricl iioiommi'^ fur ua rowJlL-.s. The 
af.!oniB of ibo (iilldeiil lire iiihurunce coui« 
parlies in Liverpool jestaduy held a meeting, 
and it was agreed that every means should 
be taken lo prevent the action of incen- 
diaries. Tbe iniioii^orH ol all tbe local 
hanks have received n warniiig to the effect 
itiat Itiey mu-'^l keep a good lurce iit nif,li; uo 
their premises, in order that any alKinptto 
break open the banks might bo prevented. 

The magistruies have also been provided 
wilh a copy ol tho Riot Act ; and four 
steamers are reported to hove beeo chartered 
by Ihe Governniinl and manned by marine?, 
from Her Mujisty'n ship Donegal, al present 
anchored in ihe .Meisey, lor the pur|)Ose of 
pioventii/g any allempl to destroy the 
.slii[ipirig in the river al any Fenian landing, 
t'ne force ut tho North Fort, though not 
largo, is considered to be quite capable ni 
resisting the ma-tiol powers of the alleged 
deteendunl.s ol Fion. At tbo lor*, there is a 
detuchinenl ol Ibe royal artillery, a company 
of the Eiglity- first regiment, and a company 
of Ihe coastguard.
